Si milarities . 


1. Like the News paper language, we have vowel beginning words 
which are less frequent than the consonant beginning words. 

2. we have loans (Skt. English, Hindi, Maraathi), Personal, 
and place names here also but to a least percentage than 
in the News paner, 

3. Nouns are most frequent. Next frequent being verbs, follow' 
ed by clitics like the News paper, 


DISSIMILARITIES 

1. Unlike the News paper, we have lesser percentage of personal 
and place names. 

2. we have less number of English and other loans. 

3. we have less number of Sanskrit (Skt.) words (only about 
25^) where as in News paper we had 35 to 40^1). So more 
native words are found in the text. 

4. Since each lesson is written by different authors, we 
come across with different varieties of the language 
(may be dialectal variations? regional, educational, 

+ caste) in the present text, 

5. Be find lesser number of conjunctions. For Eg. in the 
usage of mattu + hnaguu (and) unlike in News language 
whose we have very long sentences having those conjunctions. 

6. Note quotative type of sentences are'also less in the 
text, 

7. repetitive phrases like banna banna (of different colours) 
punah-punah, etc, are frequent than in the News language! 

8. - "andiru" a type of plural marker (in Kannada) is present 
in this lesson which was not found jo fair in the News 
language. 

9. Vocative case n ayyaa 1” is present in this lesson. Which 
was not present till now In the news language.
